Status of Claims 

Claims 17-23, 26-30 and 43-48 are pending in this application. Receipt is acknowledged 
of amendment / response filed on December 12, 2003 and that has been entered. Claims 1-16, 
and 24-25 have been canceled. Claims 17, 18, 20, 21 and 26-30 have been amended. Claims 43- 
48 have been added.

Reasons for allowance 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Maryanoff et al. (US Pat No. 4,210,590) teach a method for reducing indole compounds 

to the corresponding indoline compoimds that are substantially fi-ee of imdesirable side reactions. 

The instant compound differs from the prior art by having various substitutions such as Ri, R2, 
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R3, R4 and X (an amino acid) which are attached directly to the core indole structure. The prior 
art compound neither teaches nor renders obvious the instant claimed compound and there is no 
suggestion or motivation to modify the compoimd of other prior art to obtain the instant 
compounds. Therefore the instant claims are allowable over the prior art of record.
